DE READY IN JULY 


WILL CONSIDER CASES OF 
VETERANS WITH SERVICE 


DISABILITIES 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—(/P)— 
Plans to set up boards early in 
July to review cases of veteran!) 
whose disabilities are presumed to 
have originated in the service were 
laid today by the veterans admin- 
istration to carry out the Roose- 
velt program for liberalizing ben- 
efits to former soldiers from the 
reductions made by the economy, 
law. 


Veterans administration officials 


could-not say whether the review- 
ing boards would be set up in each 
state or by areas or what the pro- 
cedure would be, other than to 
express the opinion the boards 
would automatically review each 
presumptive case before the vet- 
eran was dropped from the com- 
pensation rolls rather than 
every 


veteran having to apply for a re- 
view. 


They will determine in review- 


ng the so-called presumptive cas- 
es whether the veterai shall be 
granted the prosumption of ser- 
vice connection for his disability 
or ailment. 


Under the law of 1924, voided by 


the economy act, several types of 
disease were presumed to have 
originated in army servce, such as 
tuberculosis and nepro-psychiatrlc 
troubles. In reviewing doubts will 
be in favor of the veteran and the 
burden of proving the trouble not 
of service origin is on the govern- 
ment.

PROCESSING TAXES 
WILL BE LEVIED ON 
FLOUR ON JULY 1ST

Maximum processing taxes will be 
levied beginning early in July on 
all wheat ground into flour by 
American mills. 


To finance efforts to reduce the 
nation's production, these taxes 
will be about SO cents a bushel on 
the basis of the present relation 
between 
current 
and 
pre-war 
»rlces. They will be higher if 
wheat declines In price; lower if 
It increases. Secretary Wallace will 
fix the tax. within a short time 
and hopes to keep It as stable as 
possible. It will become effective 
"rtween July 1 and IB. 


In his first major exercise of 
powers under the new farm act, 
WMlace will ask farmers of the 
wheat -belt to agree to reduce 
their acreages for harvest in 1884 
and IMS by as much as 30 per 
cent. In return he will offer them 
estth bonuses, and he plan* to dis- 
tribute $150,000,000 of these, most 
of It by September 16. 


Outlining his program yesterday, 
Wanaee was confident He express. 
ed strong faith in his plans for 
•PPlying the act which President 
Roosevelt has described as'frank- 
ly experimental In nature." Some 
details remain to be determined 
but In another month Wallace ex- 
pels administrative activity will 
be in full swing.

SHORTER HOURS FOR 
INDUSTRY AT LIVING 
WAGE IS JMPBASIZEB 


MAIN PURPOSE INDUSTRIAL 
CONTROL BILL IS TO PUT 
PEOPLE BACK TO WORK 


WASHINGTON, June 17.-W)— 
President 
Roosevelt intends 
to 
put all the immediate emphasis 
of the industrial control program 
on reduction , of working hours 
with payment of a "living wage" 
for the shortened labor week. 
This 
purpose 
was 
Indicated 
clearly In a public statement Is- 
sued just, before starting on his 
New England vacation, in which 
he coupled the declaration that 
the bill's purpose was "to put 
people back to work," with an 
urgent request that industry fore- 
go quick profits and devote it- 
self to increasing the country's 
purchasing power before 
raising 
prices. 


Limitation of working hours and 
job spreading is to be an integral 
part of the industrial codes under 
which the government will let re- 
lated businesses cooperate with- 
out interference from the anti- 
trust laws. Eventually the Presi- 
dent said he wants to use the law 
"to plan for a better future" but 
the first, emergency job is going 
to be "to get many hundreds of 
thousands of the unemployed bask 
on the payroll by snowfall." 


"The idea is simply," he con- 
tinued, "for employers to hire 
more men to do the existing work 
by reducing the work-hours, of 
each man's week and at 
the 
same time paying a living wage 
for the shorter week." 


Whether a basic 30-hour week, 
as proposed by an earlier law con- 
sidered by congress, will' be used 
as a yard-stick by the govern-

A NEEDED LESSON. 
It is not to be disputed 


that many municipalities are 
in serious financial difficul- 
ties, but that the federal 
government should take on 
the responsibility of giving 
them relief is not so certain. 


This matter of federal re- 


lief will have to stop some- 
where, and it might be well 
to begin looking around now 
for this point. 


President Roosevelt, re- 


cently appealed to by a 
group of mayors asking that 
the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation act be amended 
to permit the granting of 
loans to cities in financial 
difficulties, was reported to 
have opposed the step. He 
took the position that the 
states rather than the feder- 
al government should pro- 
vide the required help. For 
the government to intervene, 
he held, would mean the 
bringing of municipal poli- 
tics under federal control or 
influence, and he did not 
think this would be a wise 
thing. 


He did not oppose, how- 


ever, extension of the bank- 
ruptcy laws to apply to cit- 
ies as they now apply to rail- 
roads by permitting them 
to go into a federal court 
and get permission to reor- 
ganize their financial struc- 
ture with the approval of a 
majority of their creditors. 


Whatever the outcome, 


the situation should serve to 
impress upon the people of 
the cities the necessity for 
going slqwly in piling up 
debts. A day of reckoning 
will come, as it has come 
now for many municipalities 
facing possible bankruptcy. 
Such a lesson was needed.

ONE WAR ENDED 


The League of Nations 


has brought two warring na- 
tions to a recognition of 
their league obligations by 
ceasing hostilities and sub- 
mitting to the league for 
settlement the cause of the 
clash, 
x 


In impressive ceremonies 
at Geneva, Columbia and 
Peru formally agreed to end 
their fighting on the Ama- 
zon for the possession of Le- 
ticia. The terms of the re- 
port adopted by the league 
council last year were ac- 
cepted. The disputed terri- 
tory will be turned over to a 
league commission to admin- 
ister pending settlement of 
the dispute through the 
commission. The latter is 
authorized to use interna- 
tional forces in maintaining 
order during the interim. 
The league having no mili- 
tary force at its' disposal, it 
was indicated that Colom- 
bian troops would be "inter- 
nationalized" 
temporarily 


for service in the disputed 
area. 


The settlement* has par- 


ticular interest for the Unit- 
ed States by reason of the 
fact that it is the first time 
the league has intervened 
successfully in a dispute in 
that section of the world 
covered by the Monroe doc- 
trine. A citizen of the Unit- 
ed States will be on the com- 
mission to settle the quarrel. 


The success of the league 


in ending the Amazon war 
doesn't take on the im- 
portance of course, that 
would 
attach 
to 
it 
if 


the warring nations had 
been world/ powers. It, nev- 
ertheless, is one star in the 
crown of the league and 
comes at a time when the 
letter's prestige and influ- 
ence had suffered serious de- 
cline. The possibility of its 
proving an influential ex- 
ample to other nations to 
adopt peaceful means of set- 
tling their disputes gives the 
league achievement addi- 
tional importance.

IN MVAHRO COUNTY

Navarro county Is "not through" 
as an oil production center despite 
he general impression that the oil 
•reduction In the county has dwlh- 
led until it is a negligible amount. 
This information Is furnished by- 
Andrew O. Steele, deputy tax as- 
sessor, who has completed his 
work of assessing ol! properties for 
this year. 


According to the tax rendition 
of the producers In the county for 
he months of January, February 
and March, on which the year's 
taxation is based, Navarro county 
will produce approximately 1,282,- 
605 barrels of oil. This is a far 
ry from the peak production In 
928 and 1924 when the Corslcana- 
'owell field alone produced 354,000 
larrels of oil in one day, but Na- 
arro county Is still an oil center 


when more than 1,250,000 barrels 
er produced. 
The total production In Navarro 


county for the first three months 
f the year amounted to 308,955 
arrels, a daily average of 8,377 
arrels. 
The history of the field, how- 


ver, has been that the production 
ecreases from the figures of the 
irst three months, and the'1933 
reduction will probably be sllght- 
y under 1,250,000 barrels.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—A gigan- 
tic pulmotor, probably the most 
massive machine ever built by 
any government for constructive 
purposes, has been fashioned by 
congress under the direction, of 
the Roosevelt administration. 


Some cogs in- this machine are 
already functioning. By fall its 
designers expect it to be hitting on 
all of its big cyliners, pumping 
new life Into'the business struc- 
ture with the expenditure of bil- 
lions of dollars on employment- 
giving construction and for relief 
of the debt-ridden In city, village 
and farm. 


'Government As "Partner." 


The record-breafclnk array of ma- 
jor legislation enacted In three 
months reaches into 
practically 
every field of economic activity, 
touching the baker, the butcher 
and the candlestick maker. 


It establishes an 
extraordinary 
partnership 
between government 
and industry and between Uncle 
Sam and John Farmer. It vests 
unprecedented powers in President 


Roosevelt and the administrators 
of the larger relief projects. 


Measures dealing with Industry, 
agriculture, employment, banking, 
bankrutcy, 
mortgages, 
railroads, 
government economy, 
securities, 
taxation and power development 
have been enacted. Virtually all 
are aimed at one general objective 
—the banishment of economic dis- 
tress. 


Employment Increase Sought. 
Every,major piece of emergence 
legislation Is designed to bring 
about an Increase in employmnt, a 
rise in wages and in price levels 
and restoration of the purchasing 
power of the farmer and wage 
earner—twin keys 
to 
increased 
business volume. 


Spearheads of the nationwide at- 
tack on the depression is the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery 
bill, 
which will be directed 
by Col. 
Hugh M. Johnson 
This bill- is a 
two-edged sword, providing for the 
expenditure of $3,300,000,000 
for 


public works on the one hand, and 
the co-ordination of Industrial ef- 
fort on the other by joining busi- 
ness units in trade associations for 
co-operative endeavor 
The 
pur- 
pose of the bill is to 
increase 
wages, stop cut-throat competition, 
revive industry with huge govern- 
ment expenditures. • 


Farm Problems Attacked. 
The second major portion of 
the legislative program Is the- farm 
relief bill, designed ' to raise the 
prices of farm products by cut- 
ting down production where sur- 
pluses exist. George N. Peek will 
administer this bill. Another farm1 
bill provides for the reduction or 
refunding mortgages held by indi- 
viduals to the government or by 
direct loans of cash to the farmer. 


Similar in intent to the, farm 
mortgage bill, is a home mortgage 
bill which sets up a federal cor- 
poration to take over home mort- 
gages In exchange for government 
bonds, or to lend money to home 
owners to pay off mortgages in 
part 


Balancing the budget Is encom- 
passed in legislation greatly reduc- 
ing expenditures to war veterans 
and In reorganizing governmental 
departments. Lewis M. Douglas, 
director of the budget, is the prin-.JSnt 
cipal agent in attacking both ltems.T™nt 
t 
-Rail Co-Ordmatlon Fostered. 
Another Important law is the rail- 
road act, providing, first, for the 
co-ordination of transportation fa- 
cilities, and, second, for aid to rail- 
roads in reorganizing their finan- 
cial structures. Joseph B. East- 
man of the Interstate Commerce 
commission, as co-ordlnator, will 


supervise the program. 
Several bills attack the money 
situation directly. Generally under 
the supervision of Secretary Wil- 
liam H. Woodln, of the treasury 
department,-these bills permit use 
of $3,006,000,000 In special curren- 
cy to retire government bonds, the 
expenditure of $3,000,000,000 by the 
Federal Reserve banks in the open 
market for government bonds, the 
authority to reduce the gold con- 
tent of the* dollar -by 60 per cent, 
or to fix a ratio between gold and 
silver.

The trouble Is a seasonal one, 
and appears about this-time each 
year. The turkeys begin to droop 
and drop their wings, and their 
droppings are of a yellow or 
brown foamy color. On post mor- 
tem examination, lesions or ulcer- 
like spots are found on the In- 
side walls of the cecum ^r appen- 
dix and the liver shows well de- 
fined sunken circular spots, usu- 
ally -greenish in color. 


Mr. Morris said there is no 
positive cure for the trouble, but 
it is controlled only through pre- 
vention. If the turkeys are kept 
separate from chickens, and free 
from worms, the blackhead in- 
fection will not develop. In ad- 
dition to keepin them away from 
chickens, they should be given , a 
standard worm treatment now, 
and repeat the treatment in Sep- 
tember. The farm demonstration 
agent said there is no treatment 
effective when given tur!:eys In 
drinking water and it Is of little 
avail when given in feed. 
The only —itlve way to ad- 
minister the treatment IS to give 
each,bird an individual dose. All 
worm treatments should be given 
late in the afternoon or evening, 
and the droppings should be de- 
stroyed on the following day by 
burying or burning, Mr. Morris 
said.
